Section 1. Section 147.16, Code 1981, is amended to read as follows:

147.16 EXAMINERS. Each licensed examiner shall be actively engaged in
the practice or the instruction of his the examiner's profession and shall

have been so engaged for a period of five years just preceding his the
examiner's appointment, the last two of which shall be in this state.

Sec. 2. Section 147.18, Code 1981, is amended to read as follows:

Ne-examiner-shali-be-an-efficer-er~-member--of
the--instruetional--staff--of-any-seheot-in-which-any-prefession-regutated-by

AN ACT relating to licensure of speech pathologists and audiologists.
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
Section 1. Section 147.74, Code 1981, is amended by adding the following

new unnumbered paragraph:
NEW UNNUMBERED PARAGRAPH. A speech pathologist or audiologist with a

doctoral degree may use the suffix "Ph.D.", or the prefix '“doctor" or "Dr."
and add after his or her name the words 'speech pathologist" or
Yaudiologist™.

Sec. 2. Section 147.153, subsection 1, paragraph b, Code 1981, is amended
to read as follows:

b. show evidence of completion of not 1less than &we three hundred
seventy-five hours of supervised clinical training in speech pathology as a
student in an accredited school, college or university.
